If it is a fact that Mr* Kelly was registered in the San Oiego Council 
wen this incident occurred* it is absolutely unforgi veabl e that they did not 
report this problem to you eight years ago* It would have been a simple 
matter for them at that time. It has been a nightmare for us* 3ut even 
worse, how will we ever know that other children were not victimized because 
of their negligence* I hope that you will pass this Information on to the 
proper authorities and ask for them to do what rhey C3n to remind the profes- 
sionals involved of their responsibilities for the welfare of the children 
we serve. This case will never really be closed until that has happened*

Dear Ron: 

I aeed your assistance with a rather delicate matter. Max Kelly was an active 
volunteer Scouter in your council about four years ago. He was convicted of 
child molestation while he was there. He was placed on probation and later 
moved to our council. We were aot aware of his conviction and registered him 
as a Scouting coordinator. 

Our council attorney has written the California courts to determine the exact 
nature of the conviction and see if it is, indeed, a situation that would make 
it advisable for us to exclude Mr. Kelly from Scouting, activities. Mearly a 
year has passed and he has not heard from them. Mr. Kelly is now talking about 
becoming a Scoutmaster and we feel that we must take some action to protect the 
boys that would be in his troop, as well as ourselves. 

Would you be kind enough to have someone contact your local police department 
or whatever persons you may know in the court system, to determine if it would 
be advisable for us to exclude Mr. Kelly from Scouting activities? Any assist- 
ance you could provide for us would be kept confidential and would be directly 
beneficial to several dozen Boy Scouts. 

Some possible jobs that he may have had in your council include troop committee 
chairman, Scoutmaster, assistant Scoutmaster, assistant Cubmaster, or training 
chairman. 

Thank you for your consideration. It is very much appreciated.
